The prior art of record, considered individually 
or in combination, fails to fairly teach or suggest the claimed input bias current 
cancellation circuit comprising, among other limitations, a novel and unobvious limitation 
of "a second current source which provides a second bias current to a bipolar tracking 
transistor and arranged a base current copy circuit providing a base current to the 
tracking transistor which required to achieve a substantially equal collector current in the 
tracking transistor and the copy circuit further arranged to provide first and second bias 
current cancellation currents Icncll, Icncl2 to base of first and second input transistors 
respectively , Icncll Icncl2 Itrk thereby reducing the input stage input bias currents" 
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structurally and functionally interconnected with other limitations in the manner as cited 
in claims 1-20.
